in the election. Of this total vote 
the ffrst Democratic elector re¬ 
ceived 217,170, and the first Re¬ 
publican elector received 205,277, 
a majority for tin* Democrats of 
11,89 b over the Republicans. The 
Prohibitionist* came next in the 
number of votes received, their 
first elector receiving 0,009 votes. 
The People’s party followed with 
2,511 votes w> the State, while the 
Socialists received 8,602 votes. 
The first elector on the Social- 
Labor ticket recoixsd 590 votes. 

The returns were completed by 
the tiling of the returns from liar- 
risou county, ss ordered by court, 
in the Ninth Congressional dis¬ 
trict race. Iu that county Kehoe 
received 2,670 vote* Slid Bennett 
1,520. The total returns from th» 
district show that Kehoe received 
21,291 votes and Bennett 21,856 
votes, giving the Republican can¬ 
didate the certificate of election by 
44 vote* majority. 

The largest Democratic and Re¬ 
publican vote polled in a single 
oouuty was, of course, iu Jeffer¬ 
son. The smallest Democratic 
vote was iu l<e*lie, where the Dem¬ 
ocrats received 71 votes.
